A recent interview with the manager of. a national em 


ployinniit exchange in Xew York city, wherein it was stated 
.hat New York is overrun with men seeking clerical posi 


ons, carries a lesson not only for the young men of th 
etropolis, but for those of the entire nation as well. 
Too many young men have forgotten the real dignity o 


abor—of getting down to hard work in shirt sleeves an< 


•eralls and doing tilings worth while with the hands. Tl 
,™les have been slighted: everybody is looking for a po- 


tion where he can work, wearing a white collar and cuffs 
nd his best clothes. 
The same Trish has taken the young men from the farms 
nd in a greater or lesser degree from the shops and fac- 
.orics. The result is that the clerical positions arc so well 
lied that only meager salaries are required to entice men 
nto tlie office; wage scales in factories and on farms have 
dvanced while "salaries" paid the office beginner are almost 


nil. 


The authority quoted in the interview is Edward W. Car- 


icnter, whose position in New York gives him the right to 
speak with authority, lie interviews hundreds of applicants 
every day, and of that number, he declares, a majority of 
.lie men are seeking office positions—places where they can 
work "dressed up," no matter what the wage in the begin 
ning. 


He declares that in consequence of the over-demand for 


clerical positions, firms can get clerks for as low as So per 
week and seldom are required to pay more than §10. He 
adds: 


"The kid-glove jobs are overrun, but not enough men can 


be found for the'trades- Yet the average trade''worker is 
better off in health nnd money than the average clerk." 


Mr. Carpenter then lias something to say about "kid-glove 


jobs" as compared with jobs in the factory, the shop and the 
farm. There is a dearth of good laborers in all fields. Hun- 
dreds can be found who have a smattering of knowledge 
about this end or that of any trade, but the skilled me 
chnnics that are tn be found in any foreign countries, cspc 
cially Germany and England, nre conspicuous by their ab 
pence.

Fort Worth, Texas, Jan. 8.—The body 


of a woman is an object of litigation 


C. W. Echols, 1002 Jnrvis street, origi- 


nated the proceeding by filing a suit of 
sequestration for the body of his sister, 
Mrs. Wallace Palmer, held by the Fort 
Worth Medical college for dissection, and 
for $40.000 damages against the college. 


The sequestration writ was issued, and 


when the medical college failed to exer- 
cise its rights to replevin the body with- 
in ten days, the plaintiff filed a bond of 
$200 and gained possession of the body, 
pending the judgment of the court. 


Under the terms of the replevin bond, 


the person in possession of the body ob- 
ligates himself to produce the "property" 
in controversy in court when final judg- 
ment is recde'red, in good condition, sub- 
ject to the fulfillment of the court's de- 
cree. 


But the body of Mrs. 
Palmer was 


buried without • objection from the col 


and if the suit is decided in the 


college's favor, the bond of i?200, allegec 
to be an amount equal to twice the value 
of the body, will be forfeited.

Under a Texas statute an undertaker 


may turn over to a medical college for 
dissecting purposes the body 
of

it for burial, or to pay the burial ex- 
penses. The undertaker took advantage 
of the statute, but Echols contends that 
he was not notified, and that in any case, 
the statute does not permit a body to 
be held after relatives Rave made a de- 
mand for its possession. Because of its 
unusual features, the outcome of the suit 
is watched "with interest by'attorneys.
